WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 (UP).— 
Legislation that would lower the 
minimum draft age from 20 to 18 
was introduced today by Sen. Chan 
Gurney, R., S. D., who said Amer- 
ican fathers and mothers are 
“willing to send their sons into 
the armed services in ever increas- 
ing numbers.” 

The bill goes to the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee but 
final action is ont expected for 
some time, probably ‘after the 
November elections. Chairman 
Robert R. Reynolds, D., N. C., 
said, “It’s all right to draft men 
of that age but we must be careful 
not to drain war industries of 
manpower.” 

Chairman Andrew May, D., Ky. 
of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, said he would sponsor 
similar legislation in the lower 
chamber “by the end of the year,” 
but that he is determined to 
prevent drafting of 18 and 19-year-

MOSCOW, Sept. 3.—The harvest- 
ing is at its height in the fields of 
the Chelyabinsk region in the 
southern Vrals. The grain crops ex- 
ceed last year’s in volume. 

The most efficient collective farms 
are nearing the completion of their 
harvesting. Many districts report 
that the harvesting and threshing 
proceeds at a record pace and with 
better results than during peace- 
time. 

The city population rendered con- 
siderable aid to the collective and 
state farms. Producing above the 
plan are those industrial enter- 
prises which provide spare parts for 
tractors, combine harvesters and 
other agricultural machinery; they 
have supplied to agriculture hun- 
dreds of thousands of rubles worth 
of various parts.

Urge Break 
With Helsinki

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 3.—Finn- 
ish-Americans are asking President 
Roosevelt to break off relations with 
Finland and declare war on that 
country, said Rudy Hanson, secre- 
tary of the National Committee of 
Finnish-American Trade Unionists, 
17 William St., today. f 

A resolution widely circulated 
among Finnish people in unions and 
cooperatives urges that “the Finn- 
ish Legation be immediately closed 
and a declaration of war by the 
United States against the govern- 
ment of Finland be immediately 
pronounced, he said, and copies 
bearing many signatures are stream- 
ing into the White House and the 
office of Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull. 


The resolution points out four 
(1) Finland is 
at war with the United Nations; 
(2) Finland bases are being used to 
sink American ships; (3) the Finn- 
ish Legation still has the right to 
send secret cables which may con- 
tain military information for the 
enemy; and (4) Great Britain long 
ago declared war on Finland. 
Some 4,000 unions and 200 co- 
operatives have been considering 
the question of a US. break with 
Finland since the Finnish-Ameri- 
can Trade Unionists sent out their 
proposals on Aug. 12. Earlier, 365 
outstanding Americans had signed 
an “Open Letter to the President” 
urging that “America, like England, 
recognize that the Finnish govern- 
ment is a full-fledged foe of the 
United States,” and copies of this 
letter were sent by the Finnish- 
American committee to the unions 
and cooperatives.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3.—Nearly 400 enthusiastic 
young people, comprising many races and nationalities, and 
representing most of the United Nations, have left no doubt 
in their first two sessions that they want to go to the core

in troops and equipment. But these 
“tactics” are constantly coming up 
against ‘the growing skill and cour- 
age of the Soviet troops. 

Yesterday 33 Red Army men at 
Stalingrad barred the road to 75 
fascist tanks. The small group of 
Red Army men decided to win at 
ell costs and not to permit a single 
tank to get through to the city. 
Twenty-seven tanks were destroyed 
by anti-tank rifle fire, hand gren- 
ades and cumbustible bottles, the 
rest retreated. The Red Army men 
euffered no losses with the excep- 
tion of one of their men who was 
wounded slightly. 

Southwest of Stalingrad the Ger- 
mand ‘have concentrated up to 200 
tanks, several infantry divisions, a 
large amount of artillery and air- 
craft. Yesterday morning the 
main line of Soviet resistance was 
bombed. Massed air battles are 
going on without let-up. In 23 such 
battles the Germans lost 31 planes 
downed or damaged. 


NAZI TANKS MASSED 


Tense defensive operations are in 
progress against big German tank 
and infantry forces that have 
broken into the depth of the Soviet 
defenses. Tank attacks are coming 
fast and furious with the Germans 
throwing in fresh reserves every 
three hours. 

In the vicinity of one village the 
Germans hurled 85 tanks and more 
than a regiment of infantry in an 
unsuccessful attack. 

On one sector the German tanks 
succeeded in penetrating the depth 
of the Soviet positions and following 
a stiff engagement on this sector 
the Soviet units withdrew to new 
defenses. . 

Soviet airmen are hammering 
away at fascist tank and motorized 


columns, heading for the front. In| 
one day some 20 German tanks and 


about 80 trucks carrying infantry 
and supplies were destroyed. 
Northwest of Stalingrad despite 
terrific losses the Germans continue 
heavy pressure on certain sectors. 

During the past few days the 
fighting has been intensified in the 
area northwest of Novorissisk where 
the Germans, after concentrating 
big forces, are straining every 
nerve to break through to the Black 
Sea coast. Every position in that 
area, where the trrain is broken, i: 
the scene of stiff battles. Regard- 
less of losses the Germans continue 
to throw reserves into the battle 
thus gaining superiority in num- 
bers. Following a long and tense 
engagement the Soviet units with- 
drew to new positions on one sec- 
tor. All enemy attacks on another 
sector were repelled. 

In the Mozdok area Soviet units 
are repelling the enemy's attempts

The fourth year of the war in 
Europe finds the German hordes in 
the southern part of the Soviet 
Union in conditions whigh are a far 
cry from their expectations. 

The Caucasian mountains, 80 
beautiful and magnificent from a 
distance turned out to be grim and 
dangerous. Here the word “Death’ 
is on the lips of the German sol- 
diers. There, thousands of miles 
from Germany, they feel how easily 
their retreat might be cut off. 

In the foothills of the Kuban 
steppes the Germans felt for the 
first. time the full weight of the 
Cossack sabers. But a short while 
ago, at the. outset of the summer, 
the Cossacks were still engaged in 
peaceful labor. Today the people of 
the Caucasus highlands have beer 
stirred into action. 

Fighting shoulder to shoulder 
with the Red Army these people 
are determined not only to halt the 
enemy but to exterminate him.

In Seaatle it was found that most 
of the women did not register for 
work in war industries because of 
the lack of provision for taking 
care of their children should the 
mothers get jobs in war plants.

Rayon should not be pulled, 
twisted, or stretched. 

Rinse two or three times in 
clear water of the same tempera- 
ture used in washing suds. 

To dry, squeezed water out 
without twisting, then roll in a 
towel and knead out the rest of 
the excess moisture. Leave gar- 
ment in the towel until it con- 
tains just the right moisture to be 


pressed. Knitted articles should 


be laid out on a towel so they 
will not be pulled out of shape. 

As a rule, rayons should be 
ironed while they are still slight- 
ly damp. They should be ironed 
lengthwise on the wrong side, and 
tension should be exerted on the 


fabric to offset any tendency to- 
wards shrinkage. Some rayon is 
pre-shrunk, but it is a good idea 


to measure garments of knitted 


rayon, rayon crepe, or novelty 
fabrics before washing, so that 
they may be eased back to the 
proper size and shape as they 
dry. 


Some rayon fabrics, such as 
rayon velvet and rough crepe, 
and fabrics labeled “not wash- 
able,” should be dry cleaned. But 
be sure your cleaning establish- 
ment is reliable.
